Question I: Is it permissible or not to read in a state of 
menstruation a book of Duas (Invocations) which contains the 
verses or Surahs (chapters) of the Qur'an? 

For example, in the books like Momin ka Hathiyar, Munajaat-e- 
Maqbool, Al Hizb al Azam, Martzil there are many Quranic 
verses or Surahs like Ayat al Kursi, Surah Fatiha, Four Quls, etc 
Can women in a state of menstruation read them? 
Answer 1 : It is permissible to read these verses and Surahs with 
the intention of Dua (Invocation); there is no abomination 
However, it is not permissible to read them with the intention of 
recitation. And it is clear that these books are read as a matter of 
invocation and supplication only and not as recitation of the 
Qur'an. Yes, 26 Surahs are read as recitation, so it is not 
permissible to read them in a state of menstruation 

(Mustqfad az Imtiad al hatawa Ahasan al I ataxi a 2/7 1 ) 

Question 2: Is it permissible or not to take these books in one's 
hand without having ablution or in a state of menstruation 0 
Answer 1: It is permissible to take these books in one's hand 
without having ablution or in a state of menstruation However, 
it is not permissible to touch the particular line or lines where the 
verse of the Qur'an is printed, other lines may be touched
